Either the President lii-d to Eil.ott or he lied to 


Jce Grew. He wrote Ambasador Joseph Grew in 
January, 1941; Elliott's reported conversation took 
place in August. 1941. 
It is curious that whereas 


the written record says one thing, Elliott's report of 
his private seances with his pater says something 
altogether different. 


For instance, take this letter to Joe Grew: 
"The British Isles, the British in these Isles 


have been able to exist and to defend themselves 
not only because they have prepared strong local 
defenses but also because as the heart and the 
nerve center of the British Empire thev have been 
atle to draw upon vast resources for their susten- 
ance and to bring into operation against their en- 
emies economic, military and naval pressure on a 
world-wide scale. They live by importing goods 
from all parts of !he world and utilizing large over- 
seas financial resources. They are defended not 
only by measure-; of defense carried out locally hut 
also by distant economic militarv and naval activi- 
ties which both contribute to the maintenance of 
their supplies, deny certain sources of supply to 
their enemies and prevent those enemies from con- 
centrating to their full force oi their armed power 
against the heart and the nerve center of the Em- 
pire." 


Roosevelt continued that even if Britain were 


victorious "she may not have left the strength that 
would he needed to bring about a re-arrangement 
of such territorial changes in the Western and 
Southern Pacific as might occur during the course 
of the conflict if Japan is not kept within bounds," 
by the United States. 


Now Elliott tells it differently: 
"Mmmm. I don't know. I think we'll talk some 


more about India before we're through. And Burma. 
And Indo-China. And Indonesia. And all the African 
colonies. And Egypt and Palestine. We'll talk about 
'em all. Don't forget one thing. Winnie has one 
supreme mission in life, but only one. His big job 
is to see that Britain survives this war. His mind is 
perfect for that of a war leader. But will Winston 
Churchill lead England after the war? It would 
never work" 


It is interesting to note that when Joseph Grew 


wrote his book, Mr. Roosevelt was alive and Grew 
was in the State Department. He had to have per- 
mission to publish that letter—the President's let- 
ter. 
But Mr. Roosevelt, being dead, has not seen 


Elliott's manuscript. If he approved what Joe Grew 
published, he could not possibly have authorized 
what his son, Elliott, published. For one makes a 
liar of the other—whichever way you look at it.

ASTHMA, HAY FEVER AND HIVES 


When a drug helps a number of cases of asthma, 


hay fever and hives it is only natural lo consider 
that it is able to combat allergy because all of these 
three ailments are caused, wholly or in part, by al- 
lergy. And when the report of the great benefit of 
this drug comes from the Mayo Clinic it must be 
received as authoritative. 


In Proceedings of Staff Meetings. Mayo Clinic, 


Drs. G. A. Koelsche, L. E. Prickman and H. M. 
Carryer report results in S3 patients suffering with 
asthma and hay fever treated with bcnadryl.

of urticaria ( hives i is also reported from the Mayo 
Clinic, by Drs. P. A. O'Lcary and E. M. Barber. 
There were fifty cases of urticaria treated with dos- 
age varying from 50 to 100 mg. by mouth two to 
five times a day. Of 15 patients with acute urticaria 
lasting 16 days, S received prompt relief — disap- 
pearance of tho itching within "0 to 60 minutes af- 
ter the first dose, with disappearance of the itching 
within 20 to 60 minutes after the first dose, with 
disappearance of the hives within two to si.\ hours.
